WHICH WOULD NORMALLY DEAL WITH STATUS OF CHILD OF DIPLOMAT ACCREDITED 
TO DENMARK, SAID HE WAS CONSIDERING LEAVING ROK FOREIGN SERVICE

IN HOPES OF AVOIDING POLITICAL AND PUBLIC RELATIONS DIFFICULTIES TO 
EXTENT POSSIBLE. HE SAID THAT KIM HAS SO FAR RESTRICTED HIMSELF 

TO REQUEST FOR POLICE PROTECTION, CAREFULLY AVOIDING IDEA OF "POLITI- 
CAL ASYLUM". KAPEL'S IMPRESSION IS THAT SOUTH KOREAN EMBASSY HAS 
HARD LINE INSTRUCTIONS WHICH COULD COMPLICATE THEIR RELATIONS WITH 
DENMARK. KIM CASE UNFORTUNATELY BROKE JUST AS NORTH KOREAN DELEGA- 
TION HEADED BY DEPUTY FOREIGN MINISTER O MAN SOK WAS DEPARTING 
COPENHAGEN. LOCAL NORTH KOREAN FRIENDSHIP SOCIETY TRIED TO 
EXPLOIT IT DURING DEPARTURE CEREMONIES BY ALLEGING THAT ROK EMBASSIES 
EVERYWHERE FULL OF SUCH CASES BUT SO FAR WITHOUT PERCEPTIBLE 
EFFECT IN MEDIA.
